SCIENTIFIC ESTIMATES OF 
AMOUNT OF MATTER IN SPACE 


INCREASED 10-FOLD BY SURVEY 


BY EVBBETT H. TDPTON 
Associated Pitw Staff Writer- 
PASADENA, Calif., Jan. 18.—(/P) 
—Scientific 
estimates 
of 
the 
amount of matter in space have 
been increased 10-fold as a re- 
sult of an extensive survey of 
Nebulae by Dr. Edwin Hubble. 
For comparison, after a 1926 
estimate, astronomers pictured a 
vacuum the size of the earth as 
space and a minute grain of sand 
In It as matter. 


"The picture baa net changed 
drastically," said Dr. Hubbl* to- 
day. "The diameter of the grain 
of sand merely has been dou- 
bled." 
The scientist's new value for 
the density of matter In space is 
one grain to 10 to the 30th pow- 
er cubic centimeters,' <v roughly 
one ounce to 1,000,000,000,000,000 
coble miles of space. 


The result was found for the 
region which can be' seen with 
the 100-inch telescope at the Car- 
negie institution's Mount Wilson 
Observatory and if this is a fair 
sample' of the universe, Dr. Hub- 
ble said, it applies to all space. 


"A survey of; the observable re- 
gion with the 100-inch reflector, 
the. most powerful telescope avail- 
able, indicates that the region 
is populated with Nebulae, which 
are stellar systems more or less 
comparable 
with the particular 
stellar system of which our sun 
Is a member," the said. 


"The Nebulae are of various 
hapes and dimensions but Ihey

JAPAN'S AMBASSADOR 


Despite the fact that the 


United States and Japan at 
present are on better terms 
than they were not many 
months ago, no student of 
conditions in the Far East 
can escape the .conviction 
that underneath this surface 
calm currents are stirring 
that threaten disturbance to 
the relations between these 
two nations. 


Just when and where ser 


ious controversy may occur 
can not be predicted.

VIEWS ON FEATURES NOW

Dear Sir—In reply to your letter 


of January 14, with reference to 
article published In the Delias 
News of January 14, regarding 
who li entitled to the cash rental 
in tlje 1984 cotton contract, I am 
herewith quoting from a press let- 
ter of December 18. issued by Mr. 
Alvord, assistant to Mr. C. A. 
Cobb, chief, cotton division, and 
mailed to all county agents: 
"Speaking of the division of the 
land rental payments, Mr. Alvord 
said that a landlord who hag a 
written or verbal contract for 
1934 
with a managing share ten- 
ant must either agree to a 60-50 
division of the government rent- 
als as stipulated In the contract, 
or satisfy the tenant by private 
agreement, if he wishes to co-op- 
erate in the plan. Contract rights 
must be respected, and If a land- 
lord has already rented the land 
to a i managing share tenant 
he 
cannot reasonably expect to rii- 
rent the same land to the govern- 
ment without special agreement 
with the tenant. 
What Is commonly known In 
Texas as a "third and fourth" 
tenant may qualify as a manag- 
ing share tenant It he operates an 
entire farm without landlord su- 
pervision, Mr. Alvord explained. 
Such a tenant may sign a con- 
tract for presentation to his lo- 
cal committee If the landlord will 
sign with htm." 
You will also find quoted below 
a paragraph from Mr. C. A. Cobb, 
written to a land owner In the 
city of Dallas, dated January 8: 
"There should be no difficulty 


in determining the question a» to 
who is eligible to sign a contract 
where land is rented on a third 
and fourth basil. 
If the owner 
retains management of the farm 
property and direct! Us operation, 
then he Is eligible to offer a con- 
tract so far a* wo are concerned; 
but if he has rented' his land to 
a third and fourth tenant under 
an ordinary contract, then 
ho 
would hftve to:respect the rights 
of this tenant In the control of 
the land so rented to him. It was 
for 'fhe purpose of obviating con- 
tentions over this matter that 
Clause 12 was inserted in the con- 
tract." 


Mr. Cobb and Mr. Alvord have 
charge of the cotton campaign In 
the United States. They are the 
highest authorities that wo have 
on the contract, and I think their, 
rulings are perfectly clear and 
can be understood by any one. 


The way we are handling the 
situation in Dallas county is ac- 
cording ot the rulings of both Mr. 
Cobb and Mr. Alvord, and the 
contract; and that is the ordinary 
third and fourth tenant who fur- 
nishes his own teams, tools, equip- 
ment and manages the farm oper- 
ations Is entitled to one-half of 
the cash rental, and both he and 
the landlord must sign the contract 
You wilt also note from the fol- 
lowing paragraph, which Is taken 
from the- administrative 
rulings 
and instructions, which are apart 
of the contract, that It Is unlawful 
for an owner or landlord to .idopt 
anv device for the purpose of de- 
priving a tenant of their share of 
the cash' payment. 
It also tells 


you that It is unlawful for an 
owner to withhold the signing of 
a contract or reduce a managing 
share tenant; namely, a "third

Bonnie Parker, two-gun, cigrar- 
smoking companion of Barrow, 
has been implicated in almost as 
many crimes as her partner. She 
started out with Clyde from their 
West Dallas homes three years 
ago. 
The criminal record of the des- 


perado begins Dec, 3, 1926, when 
he was arrested for automobile 
theft 
In 
Dallas. 
It 
stretches 
across the seven-year period with 
robbery, burglary and kidnaping 
listed as his ' outstanding crimes. 
From Missouri 
to Arizona 
the 
trail of crime leads, 
Last Close Call.

The last close call Barrow and 
Bonnie .Parker had was on a 
highway between Dallas and Fort 
Worth about a month ago. Tip- 
ped that Barrow planned to re- 
turn to his home, as he was wont 
to do, R. A. Schmid. Dallas coun- 
ty sheriff, and three of his depu- 
ties wait on a side road for the 
barrow car to appear. 
When it approached, the sheriff 
and his force fired rifles point 
blank, spattering the Ford V-8 
coupe with bullets but the pair 
escaped and left Schmid and his 
deputies afoot.

DR. E. B. ELLIS RECEIVES

Dr. E. B. Ellis, aged about 60, 


is in a serious condition at the 
Navarro Clinic as a result of in- 
juries received late Tuesday aft- 
ernoon when the car in which he 
was riding was struck by a south- 
bound Bowen bus in front of his 
home at Streetman, nineteen miles 
south of Corsicana. 


After first aid was given the 
injured Freestone county doctor 
by Dr. W. O. McDaniel, he was 
brought to Corsicana in the Suth- 
erland - McCammon ambulance, 
where It was announced that he 
was suffering from a broken jaw, 
a fractured left arm and other in- 
juries, the exact extent of which 
had not been entirely determined.
